REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowing claims 5-7: 

5. The sole base claim, claim 5, can be summarized as follows: 

Claim 5 covers a process for making polyethylene (PE) blow moldings having a 
volume of from 5 to 5,000 L and a bursting strength, determined by a drop height test at 
-1 8°C, of more than 3 m by: 

(1) forming, at high temperature, a PE having (a) a density, p, of > 0.94 g/cm^ 
(b) a melt flow rate, MFR190/21.6 < 50 g/10 min. and (c) a notched tensile impact strength 
azK (-30°C) exceeding 250 kJ/m^ into a blow molding with a volume of from 5 to 5.000 L,

(2) allowing the blow molding to cool to room temperature, 

(3) annealing the blow molding, at from 60 to 135°C, until azK (-30°C) exceeds 
300 kJ/m^, and 

(4) cooling the molding to room temperature again. 

6. The prior art of record fails to teach treating PE moldings made via the process of 
claim 5, as it is recited in applicants' amendment dated 30 August 2004. 

7. The 30 August 2004 amendments and arguments have overcome all outstanding 
objections and rejections. Claims 5-7 appear in the appendix to that amendment.
